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As  of  January  1,  19^2,  through  nearly  5^900  separate  allotments,  REA  has 
allotted  a total  of  $455?9S8,321 . to  S69  borrowers  for  the  construction  of 
an  estimated  397^01  miles  of  rural  lines  and  other  electric  facilities. 

Of  these  869  borrowers,  795  3.re  non-profit,  or  Cooperative,  enterprises; 

52  are  public  bodies,  and  24  are  private  utilities.  Approximately  900^000 
consumers  are  now  receiving  electric  service  from  345^000  miles  of  line 
in  operation.
